WASHnfOTON, Jan. •.—The Chilian 
correspondence will be sent to congress 
today or Tlmrnday uiiles.s, in the mean- 
time, Homething now unforeaeen hap- 
pens. The only thing that can happen 
to oanao delay, it is ezplaiaed, at the 
state department, Is the satisfactory con- 
clusion of the difBcalties with Ohili. In 
that event, which is reg^arded as alto- 
Rpther probable, Secretary Blaine will 
delay the tran.smission of the Chilian 
corresiKJndence, to piiable hira to accom- 
pany it with the official announcement 
that the difficulties with Chili have been 
anicably adjusted to the satisfaotioa ef 
both countries. ^ 

Sines Senor Matta has retired from 
the cabinet a« the chief director of the 
foreign afTairs of Chili, the feeling: pro- 
vails in th« state department th at the 
principal cause of obstruction to a 
friendly swttlenient has heen removed. 
He is cre<lit€d with having had porsonal 
prejudicod in the matter so decided that 
any approach to an amicable settlement, 
without the surrender of dignity ami 
right, was out of the question. The 
new minister of foreign affairs is ef a 
decidedly diiTerent dispositlOB, and open 
to conviction. 

There waa a »li{,'ht commotion in the 
navy department about ;{ o'clock yester- 
day the receipt of a dispatch an- 
nonncing the arrival of the United 
States steamer Baltimore nt San Fran- 
cisco. Assistant Secretary Soley imme- 
diately carrie<l the news in person to the 
state ae{>artment and in a few minutes 
the wires were hot between Washington 
and San Franci-sco with messages to the 
navy officers at Mare Island navy yard, 
instructing them not to permit the otK- 
cers or creW of the Baltimore awliore. A 
telegram was alro sent to Judge Advo- 
cate Beamv, now en his way to San 
Francisco, {astructinK hint to take full 
depositions of the officers and sailor.-* of 
the Baltimore. A telej;ram of inquiry 
asking if Colonel Reum^ had arrived 
was uso sent. The Baltimore had evi- 
dently arrived in 8aa Francisco a day 
in advance of the expected time, hence 
the hurried instructionn. 

It is fully realized at this stage of the 
negotiations that any false step might 
dewy or ultimately destroy the hope, 
which is almost assured, of a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of the Ghiliaa trouUes. 
PermltBngthe sailors to go ashore and 
f idl into the bands cf iae newsnmer 
men who are doublese oa the alert to In- 
terview them and to obtain their version 
of the Valparaiso street quarrel, would 
be, it is olaixned, very indiitoreet, as that 
would doubtless create or intensify the 
popular feeling now existing among the 
masess against the Chilians. After dep- 
ositions are taken under oath without 
their having known the popular feeling, 
lliey will be permitted to land. Other- 
wise their depositions would not be con- 
sidned as trustworthy and deliberate m 
the oiroumstanoes of the case in its pres- 
ent aspect required.

The Cliflian correspondence when it 
goes to congress will lie accompanied by 
B me.s.sage from tlie president wliinh, 
whether Chili has ai)ologize<l or not, it 
is supposed, will restate with emnha'^iii 
and dignity the iK):iition of the Imited 
States in the ma (ter. There will be no 
bluster; but a plain forceful stuteiueiit 
of what this goveriiineiit deems U> be its 
jnst rights, and what it will iut>iit upon 
maintaining. 

No oonfirmahon can be had of the re- 
port that Chili has authorized an apol- 
ogy to be made and, while a hopeful 
feelin§[ prevails, there has nothing 
transpirea which warrants the state- 
ment that there has been any decided 
change in the situation of affairs.

The bill declares every article in com- 
mon and geueral use among the people 
of the several statss to be omied from 
place to place in the United Statea, and 
sold or dealt ia without interfeienoe by 
any pereoa,or oombination, with the pro- 
viso that in aoj state where the manu- 
f aetnre or sale of any article is prohiUt- 
ed, tliat article shall not be cumed into 
the state for sale, nor sold in that state. 

One section makes it a felony poaish- 
ableby imprisonment and hiufa labor 
for not exceeding ten years nor leis than 
two, in anv way to interfere with the 
freedom of transit of artioke ef taitor- 
stete oommeroe or to hare Um eflectrf 
influencing prices by laisiag er lowwiag 
them. 

Parties to oombdlaationa are made lia- 
ble to imprisonment for felony for not 
more than tan nor less than two yeai-s, 
and dealers in futures and options and 
comers aia liable to the sbbm pnaiah- 
meat.
